Jim, it's not all that hopeless. There are two general ways to troubleshoot 


and repair electronics. With a schematic signal tracing is fast and easy if 
you understand circuits sufficiently. Without a schematic one has to infer 
certain circuit functionality by guessing what the circuitry is doing short 
of drawing a schematic by examination of the hardware (basic reverse 
engineering). The other way to troubleshoot and repair is by random 
component testing, a much more viable approach these days of complex 
circuits and is the reason for the success of the Huntron Trackers. Just 
start testing components in the area you think might be harboring a problem. 
That works too. Best to have the manual though. Hope you find one.
